REMARKS 

In the Office Action mailed March 15, 2005. Claims 1, 2,4-6, 13, 14 and 16-19 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Snyder. Claims 1 and 13 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hull. Claim 12 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Morrison. Claims 8-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Gadefait et al. Claims 2-6 and 14-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Hull. Claims 7 and 21 were allowed and claims 1 1 and 20 were 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form and including the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
